On the flyer bound for the 
Lake City three consecutive miles be­ 
tween Crestline and Fort Wayne were 
covered in eighty-live seconds, a rate 
tor each mile of twenty-eight and one- 
third seconds. 


May Make It In Fifteen Hours. 
A speed including stops of a little 
over titty miles an hour is all that is 
necessary to make 
the 
distance in 
eighteen hours, apd the unskilled in 
railway matters is likely to wonder 
how it was that with such tremendous 
speed the trains were only 
three 
minutes ahead of time at each end of 
the run. The story of the run to New 
York gives the men in charge the be­ 
lief that the distance can be done in 
fifteen hours aud there seems no rea­ 
son why they should not be correct in 
their belief.

HAKE DRY FLAIRS 
BLOOM 
The “short grass" country of western 
Nebraska and Wyoming, together with 
northern Colorado, is thoroughly arous­ 
ed over "dry farming" and is seeing 
visions of a time to come when the 
“short grass" country will disaj?pear, 
and In place of its hundreds of thou­ 
sands of acres of land upon which cat­ 
tle now grace there will be great crops 
of wheat, corn, alfalfa and sugar beets, 
says an Omaha (Neb.) dispatch. 
Then - the great irrigation projects 
now fathered by the government and 
private capital will be useless, because 
no water will be needed to produce the 
crops; "dry farming” will have taken 
the place of the water. 
The Cheyenne board of trade and 
business men of that city recently ap­ 
propriated $10,000 to experiment along 
the line of the new system in Wyo­ 
ming, the Union Pacific railroad has 
organised a department of "dry fann­ 
ing" to work under the direction of 
the industrial department of the Har­ 
riman system, the Burlington road is 
conducting experiments of its own on 
a farm of 500 acres In western Nebras­ 
ka, one Colorado firm has employed 
an expert to make investigations on its 
big cattle ranch of 70,000 acres. North 
Platte (Neb.) business men have sub­ 
scribed several thousand dollars to­ 
ward experimenting in that section, 
aud a hundred different farmers and 
ranchmen in Laramie county, Wyo., 
have signed a pledge agreeing to cul­ 
tivate at least five acres each accord­ 
ing to directions issued from a central 
body aud to report results to that body. 
By “dry farming” is meant the culti­ 
vation of laud without Irrigation in any 
form whatever. The lafids affected are 
those millions of acres of semiarid 
lands in tile great west which are now 
turned over to the cattlemen, the prai­ 
rie dogs, the rattlesnakes and the owls. 
A small portion of these lands have 
been placed under “ditches" and are 
being Irrigated, producing heavy re­ 
turns on all crops. But lf the efforts of 
those interested in “dry farming” prove 
successful there will be added to the 
cultivated areas hundreds of millions 
of acres of lands now considered valu­ 
able only for grazing purposes. 
The system used in dry farming is ri­ 
diculously simple. Late in the summer 
the soil is plowed very deep. It is them 
laid over in loose furrows, and when 
the meager rainfall comes the loose soil 
retains the moisture, where it would 
not even remain dump in hard ground. 
To prevent evaporation the soil Is 
loosely scratched. The following spring 
the crop is put in and cultivated in the 
same manner as in other states. Crops 
are raised only every other year, how­ 
ever. under this system, the ground be­ 
ing permitted to rest each alternating 
year. 
Already several small farmers in 
eastern Wyoming Lave succeeded in 
securing a yield of thirty-five bushels 
an acre of first class wheat, where for­ 
merly no wheat whatever was grown 
except 
under 
the 
irrigating 
ditch. 
Equally large crops of corn, alfalfa and 
sugar beets are promised to those who 
follow the same course of cultivation. 
Those who have boqn experimenting 
with the system for several years de­ 
clare their lands increase in power to 
hold water from year to year and state 
that with five years of “dry farming” 
they will produce crops equal to those 
produced in Illinois and Iowa under 
the most favorable conditions,

S the beef trust on the run? Has 
the federal grand jury made Chi­ 
cago so warm that unusually ear­ 
ly vacations are desired by the 
•presidents and other officials of the va­ 
rious packing companies? Else why 
the recent exodus for Europe of J. Og­ 
den Armour and Edward C. Swift, 
heads of the respective companies bear­ 
ing their names, and of Edward Mor­ 
ris, vice president and active manager 
of Nelson Morris & Co.? And why the 
•till earlier flight of various lesser trust 
officials to various points In Europe, 
Canada and South America? Why also 
have many of these lived under as­ 
sumed names? Furthermore, why—the 
most important why of all—do these 
absentees happen to be the very men 
whom the grand Jury wishes to ques­ 
tion in its investigations of the trust? 
Incidentally the district attorney Is 
also asking the question, Why is It nec­ 
essary for th entrust books to go on ex­ 
tended journeys for their health? 
Meat eaters and meat buyers have 
seen the price chm bing—climbing until 
it has become a luxury in many fami­ 
lies. They have heard the charges that 
the beef trust was responsible. They 
have h eard ,these charges denied as 
vehemently aa they were made. They 
have heard of prosecutions and “trust 
busting" and great things to bo done, 
but nothing definite seemed to be ac­ 
complished. Still the price of meat has 
kept going up. Befogged with conflict­ 
ing statements, the poor people have 
been unable to determine whether the 
beef trust Uvas above suspicion or 
(Whether it was too big to be reached. 
If it has begun to make motions that 
can be seen and understood It is time 
for the laymen, unacquainted with the 
mysteries of injunctions and legal tech­ 
nicalities, to sit up and take notice. 
Early vacations mean something, 
lf 
the packers are hieing themselves to 
England, Canada and other points 
•where the stars and stripes do not held 
, away, Is not that fact a little suspi- 
’ cions ? 
It is perhaps worth while to notice 
Just what has been done. While the 
packing companies have made many 
promises, they have been careful not to 
produce

It is true that none of these men had 
been actually subpoenaed with the ex­ 
ception of Fish and one or two others.

It has been shown by Charles Ed­ 
ward Russell in Everybody's Magazine 
and by other writers and In testimony 
offered in various hearings that just as 
the secret railroad rebate built up the 
Standard Oil monopoly so bas it built 
up the beef trust. The manner of ex­ 
acting these rebates by the packers bas 
been ingenious. 
It ail came about 
through the famous yellow refrigerator 
cars. 
These for the most part are 
owned by the beef trust, aud by a se- 
ries of icing aud trackage charges the 
railroads on the one hand aud the pri­ 
vate shippers on the other are forced to 
pay handsome tribute to the modern 
feudal burous whose castles art* pack­ 
ing houses. The trackage charges are 
simply another name for rebates. The 
I icing charges, which have been shown 
to be so exorbitant us almost to stug- 
1 get* belief, are exactions from private 
fruit shippers aud others who are 
! forced to use the refrigerator cars in 
| transporting their perishable goods to 
market. This process has gone on until 
the beef trust itself has come to con­ 
trol the most considerable part of the 
fruit shipping business of the country, 
I so that it is no longer a mere meat 
* trust, but has become a gigantic food 
1 trust, receiving its toll from almost ev* 
; ery article that comes to the table. On 
I one end of the line It exacts tribute 


the secret cipher code books and let­ 
ters of the Clashy company were 
brought Into evidence, clearly proving 
the existence of aa understanding be­ 
tween that ani other packing con­ 
cerns. 
Aa the same system, with a 
different code, is still doubtless in ex­ 
istence, some of these are valuable as 
throwing a light on trust methods, for 
example:

Witnesses. Thomas J. Connors, general 
superintendent for Armour & Co., was 
Indicted for seeking to influence the 
testimony of former employees. 
Four officials of the Schwarzsehild & 
Bulzberger company, a member of the 
trust, were indicted for obstructing a 
United States marshal in serving a 
subpoena on an employee of that con­ 
cern. 
Edwin B. Fish, the employee to ques­ 
tion, 
suddenly 
concluded 
that his 
health.demanded a trip to Canada. 
J. A. McNaughton of Omaha, traffic 
manager for Cudahy & Co., was an­ 
other employee wanted badly as a 
grand jury witness. His presence was 
promised, but he, too, heard the call of 
the sea and, it is said, is now doing 
Europe. 
Others who found that their physical 
condition required a change of scene 
are George D. Roberts, m anager of the 
beef department of Hammond & Co.; 
James Brennan, department manager 
of Swift & Co., aud George Marples of 
the Cudahy company, who are all re­ 
cuperating to Europe; G. V. Brecht of 
one of the St. Louis companies, who is 
having an outing in South America, 
and H arry Carr, manager of the provi­ 
sion department of one of the Chicago 
companies, who is enjoying the air of 
Canada. A .dozen or so more of traffic 
and department managers and other 
important trust officials have also 
found it necessary to repair their w ast­ 
ed constitutions in the Dominion, and 
eeeret service men report that many of 
these have also concluded a change of 
name healthful. 
Thus Richard W. 
Howes, department manager for Swift 
& Co., is said to be known as William 
Jackson over the border, while Irving 
A. Vant, assistant treasurer, and A. R. 
Fay, traffic manager, both of the same 
company, are known in Canada as 
plain John Adams and Mr. Harris. In 
fact, the more the federal grand jury 
wants a witness the more the object of 


States marshals. To prevent tile pack­ 
ers from recovering them un order 
was issued by Federal Judge Sanborn 
impounding the trunks and their con­ 
tents for the use of the grand Jury. 
Upon examination the secret transac­ 
tions of the Aetna Trading company, 
a corporation through which the pack­ 
ers have carried on their business un­ 
der a common agreement, were un­ 
earthed, proving the existence of an 
understanding In violation of the anti­ 
trust law. 
Upon each of the trunks 
were tin* initials “ R. H. C.,’’ belonging 
to It. H . Cowan, one of the officials or 
the Aetna company, who is believed to 
be In Canada. 
One of the most juicy bits of testi­ 
mony brought out in the hearing‘con­ 
cerns tho use of certain cipher and 
code terms employed by the packing 
companies 
in 
correspondence 
with 
their agents. The frequent occurrence 
of the equivalent word for rebate is 
significant. 
Mr. Streyekmans, a for­ 
mer confidential employee of the Ar­ 
mour company, swore to the Identity 
of the code book and gave the inter­ 
pretation of a number of the terms. 
Among these the following are espe­ 
cially interesting:

The references to the interstate com­ 
merce commission and the various in­ 
dividual m em bers,of that body show 
that the packers keep quite close track 
of the commission and its debugs—nat­ 
urally, since the giving or acceptance of 
rebates is in direct violation of Hie fed­ 
eral statutes and comes under the ju­ 
risdiction of the interstate commerce 
commission. The revelations of Mrs. 
Mary E. Marcy, former stenographer 
of two of the companies, plainly indl- 


from the stock raiser, the farmer and 
the fruit grower by forcing down their 
prices. On the other end it exacts trib­ 
ute from the consumers, who constitute 
practically the entire urban and much 
of the rural population of the nation, 
by forcing up prices. In the middle it 
exacts tribute from the railroads and 
the shippers. It is for these and other 
reasons that it has been named the 
greatest trust in the world, and it is 
for similar causes that the machinery 
of tho laws and the courts bas beeu in­ 
voke! to break up this gigantic combi­ 
nation. 
, 
It was in the spring of 1902 that 
Judge Groescup of Chicago issued his 
famous injunction against the meat 
barons to prevent their forming or 
continuing a monopoly to restraint ‘of 
natural competition and trade. It was 
in the neighborhood of two years la­ 
ter that this decision was affirmed by 
the United States supreme court. 
In 
spite of adverse judicial action, how­ 
ever, it'has been a m atter of common 
belief that the packing companies con­ 
tinued reaching their ends by other 
means. 
It was to investigate reports 
and charges to this effect that the spe­ 
cial federal grand Jury was Impanel­ 
ed at Chicago. 
Most of the testimony 
taken by this body has been in secret, 
but enough has leaked out to keep 
public interest keenly on the alert. 
That the investigation would result In 
criminal prosecution of a more or less 
wholesale order has been the general 
hope of the public, and if these precipi­ 
tate vacations are an indication has be­ 
come the fear of the trust magnates. 
To run away from a federal grand 
jury investigation is not a new tiling 
with 
tile packing house representa­ 
tives. 
Back in the spring of 1902 a 
similar inquiry was being carried for­ 
ward, and four of the trust officials 
were asserted by the New York Her­ 
ald and other papers to have fled into 
Mexico, carrying important books and 
papers. 
These four men were Cap­ 
tain W. A. Fitzgibbons. manager for 
Nelson Morris A Co.; William C. Doug­ 
las. manager for Armour & Co.; Louis 
Ashb}, manager and secretary for the 
Armour Packing company, and E. C. 
Bailey, manager for the Cudahy Pack­ 
ing company. This rumored flight oc­ 
curred just after the call of a grand 
Jury to find certain books and papers 
that were spirited from New York to 
New Jersey, again disappeared and 
were traced to New Orleans, from 
: which place it was charged that they 
| were taken to Mexico.

ting the Russian ambassador, called 
at the White House with one of the 
secretaries of the embassy about 9:30 
o’clock last evening and immediately 
went into conference with the presi- 
flent on the place at which the peace 
envoys should first meet. 


Washington. June 13. — Official as­ 
surance that the president’s efforts to 
I ring Russia and Japan together to 
discuss peace will he crowned with 
success was brought 
to tin* White 
House by Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador, who called by 
appoint­ 
ment and in the name of Emperor 
Nicholas formally accepted the presi­ 
dent's offer of good will. 


O flirial S ta tem en t Is Issu ed . 
The following official statement 
re- 
p.irdihg the conference was issued at 
the White House: 
“Ambassador Cas­ 
sini has colled to express tilt Russian 
government’s assent to the president’s 
proposition, and to state that it would 
appoint plenipotentiaries to meet the 
plenipotentiaries of Japan to discuss 
the question of peace. 
The place of 
meeting is at present being discussed.” 


P re*(dent A c c o m p lish e s H is P u rp o se. 
During the past two weeks tile presi­ 
dent s efforts have been directed 
to­ 
ward bringing the belligerents 
into 
rmieable contact on the basis of a 
mutual agreement to consider terms of 
peace. This he has accomplished dual­ 
ly. It remains now for the belligerent 
powers to na me their plenipotentiaries 
and agree upon a time and place for 
them to meet to discuss the terms and 
to negotiate a treaty of peace. 
These 
details are now under 
consideration 
with a bright prospect that such minor 
differences as may exist will be re­ 
solved within a few' days.

Two conferences of importance were 
held at the White House during the 
day—one with Count Cassini, the im-

What was said at the latter is a secret, 
hut the sum total of It all is that the 
pit*?, lent now has unequivocal assur- 
nnces from both Russia and Japan of 
the acceptance of his proposition that 
they enter on negotiations for peace.
